Sorvanls run down 
etuirs in affright and gencritl consternation 
Appears to have been felt. 
In the town ol 


Dudley the shuck Wtis severely felt, beds 
being violently slmkeu, and in sotno in- 
Btaueea doo.s burst open, crockery ware 
broken and clocks Htopped. la detached 
buildings in various parts of the town the 
effect is described us being rnobt terrifying. 
Tho shock vms followed by a rumbling 
aouud similar to thut experienced by per 
B0»3 Bleeping immediately over a tunnel 
»H trauiB were passing. 
Many inhabitants 


left their be<U und congregated in thu street, 
dtscusBing the extraordinary phenomenon. 
The shock appears to have been felt the 
most in tlie midland and west midland 
counties.

The shook of. an 'earthquake,' Wore-or 


less Beverc, wac'felt in all-parts of-England 
at about 22 minutes "after'three o'clock on 
the morning of October Gth'. At some 
places the shock ia represented, as ha-ibg 
been quite severe, and accompanied by a 
loud rumbling report, while at others it was 
slight and without noiee. - No damage-was 
sustained anywhere. 
At Great Malvern 


the windows of the Imperial Hotel, a very 
large and ma'asive""b'oilflin'g at the foot of 
the Malvern Hilla, .wars violently rattled, 
and it ia said that-one of the railway sig- 
nals was displaced. Servants ran down 
stairs in affright;and general consternation 
appears to have been felt. --In the town of 
Dudley the eh'oek • was•aoverely.:'.felt, bads' 
beinf violently shaken, -and in-some in- 
stances doo; a bum open; ^crockery, ware, 
broken and clocks' stopped; -In: detached 
'buildings in'various parts of die town; the 
effect is deaeribad as being most terrifying. 
The shock was -followed by a rumbling 
sound similar to that '• experienced by -per- 
sons sleeping immediately over'.a..tunnel 
as traiua were passing. -Many inhabitants 
left their.bedsand congregated'inthe street, 
discussing the extraordinary phenomenon. 
The shock appears to have'- been;fe!t the 
most in the midland and west midland 
counties. It extended-to-Bristol,: to Tau- 
ton, to Exeter, to Swansea,-. :and to.many 
miles ont at sea. 
In -some places a deep 


rumbling noise was heard. At Notting- 
ham the noise resembled the sound of a 
beavy carriage -approaching. The phe- 
nomena at Hereford'is' minutely described 
by the clergyman of Strattan. 
He says 


the sound at tirst increased with .a gradual 
crescendo for 'two or three seconds .until 
the crash was felt which ; lasted for one 
second und a half, and consisted of-two 
concussions, and then subsided as gradu- 
ally for some seconds, until it died away'in 
the distance. "It appoared'^to_' have been 
equal to the loudest pea!, but it-was1 fuller, 
aud deeper, and greater than thunder. -In 
about three minutes afterwards, a second 
»iiit rumble.was heard.

Mr. Editor:— Aa the time is fsst ap- 


proaching when the friends of our brace 
soldiers will begiu to think of sending their 
Christmas presents, in the.form of edibles, 
I would like to mske a few suggestions 
which can be taken for what they are •worth. 


It ij a ftict not generally known, that 


three-fourths of the articles prepared, box- 
ed up and forwarded to the soldiers, reach 
their destiaation-in such a condition as ren- 
ders thorn entirely worthless. Having wit- 
nessed the opening of hundreds ol these box- 
es, I am prepared to speak from a personal 
knowledge of the facts. 
The contents .usu- 


ally comprise the following.:. .Preserved 
and canned fruits, jellies, pies, cakes, con- 
fections, nuts, cheese, and dried beef; to 
which is often added a roasted fowl. 
The 


jars of fruits and jellies are generally'bro- 
ken, 
and the contents .spread throughout 


the boz. The pies are mouldy, the cakes 
stale, and the roast -fowls in a state of de- 
composition. -The object of the generosity 
is defeated, aud the soldier'disappointed. 
As I profess to know. something of the 
wants of the soldier, I will...simply state 
what I thiuk would be most acceptable to 
any or all-of Uncle Sam'fl boys.

Procure a strong box. large enough to 


contain' one gallon of home made picklea-^- 
not the small, hard, acid-eaton .articles 
found on'sale'in the'store, but theold-fash; 


ioned cucumber pickle; aiz or eight inches 
in length, and swimming in pure cider-vin- 
egar—a one-gallon jar of 'sour krput, oatj 
peck of nice onions, one half-'pint'of con- 
densed milk,'two-dozen 'nicely-flavored ap- 
ples, one smoked'and dried beef tongue, one 
can cove oysters, two-orthree.pounda.home 
made sausage—stuffed—one: pound good 
tobacco, and a few fine- cigars. To theaq 
might be added a good bookjand .& .few il- 
lustrated newspapers, and'my word for.it, 
the articles will not only reach, the soldier 
in good order, bnt will::give.:him a greater 
satisfaction than any! conglomerated mess 
of s~eet-meats that conld be sent to him. 


I would like to see the substance .of this 


note published in all the newspapers,.as I 
beiieve it would bo endorsed by nine-tenths 
of tho army.

slightest suspicion that they arc unsound 
on the one groat vital ijsue. 


Ami 30 it will ever be. Tho people will 


cling to tho national fla.{ in tho hour of 
danger. And the proater the danger the 
more tenacioualy will lLoy ding. 
Woo to 


those falas teachora who try to persude 
them Lo let go of it! Tho swift lightnings 
of papular veugeince will strike nnd blast 
them.
